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M.L.A. Throws A Few Verbal Punches; — 


Answers Questionnaire 


Editor, Didsbury y Pioneer, 
Dear Sir: 

It is very gratifying to find that 
the Mayor of Didsbury is still thir- 
sting for information regarding the 
functions of the Provincial Govern- 
ment in relation to municipal, hos- 
pital and school affairs. 

It is his perfect right to do so 
whether he does it through the 
pages of the local newspaper or by 
word of mouth from the M.L.A. in 
person. Since he has chosen the 
former course I shall reply to his 
questions via the same medium, 
with a word of thanks to our ac- 
commodating editor in allowing us 
to use his newspaper in this man- 
ner, 

Obviously the entire front page 
of the Didsbury Pioneer is inade- 
quate to answer these questions in 


the full complete manner I would 
like, however, if I should prove to 


bo too brief in some of my explan- 
aiions let no reader hesitate to 
contact me jn person for the full 
and detailed treatment, 

The first question deals with 
the seven mill increase in the Olds 
School division taxes in 1959, the 
inference being that there is no 
easement of this burden through 
Government generosity. Such is 
not the case. By no stretch of the 
imagination can the province be 
held responsible for the borrow- 
ins of the 
No other Provincial Government in 
Canada assumes such responsibility 
or in any way considers itself re- 
sponsible for such borrowings. Nor 
does the Province indicate to the 
municipal Governments whether 
they shall their revenues by 
an increase jn taxes or by borrow- 
ing. They are completely free 
agents jn this choice. 

Likewise neither does the gov- 
ernment dictate whether this gov- 
erning body shall build a= fifty 
thousand dollar structure or a one 
hundred thousand dollar one, The 
7 ase in the Olds school 


raise 


7 mill inere 
division this year could well be oc- 
casioned by the fact that those in 
authority have seea fit to add 62 
new classrooms in the division. 
Naturally this program involves the 
expenditure of a large sum, almost 
one millicn dollars to be exact, of 
which almost tifty percent is paid 
by the Province. This is a capital 
grant and no where else in Canada 
are grants anywhere near ap- 
proaching this magnitude made by 
the Provincial government to their 
school districts, 

I do not propose to enter into a 
controversy as to why the school 
board was “Foreed” as Mr. Staun- 
ton says, into levying those addit- 
jonal 7 mills. I am assuming that 
the need for those rooms was there 
or they wouldn't be building them. 
I am also assuming that the board 
managing the affairs of the 
schoo] reasonably well or the elec- 
torate would have removed them. 
In closing this portion I should al- 
so like everyone to know that the 
Province also foots the bill for al- 
most 50 percent of the operational 
costs in the Olds Schoo) Division. 
In poorer district more, up to 80 
percent, in the richer districts less. 

Question two inquires as to 
whether this increase in taxation is 
common in other municipalities 
throughout the province, I believe 
I am correct in saying that where 
the need exists or has risen, for 
this type of capital expansion and 
where the governing body has seen 
fit to meet that need, then it is 
quite likely there has been some in- 
crease in the mill rate. And three 
again the government grants to as- 
sist Unis expansion are double and 
triple those of any other province 
in Canada,

The 
question suggests that this is hard 
to understand in view of the fact 
that all patients entering an Al- 
berta hospital do so on the same 
basic rate. This siatement is true, 
however the financial conditions, 
management and need of each dif- 
ferent hospital district vary great- 
ly and therein lies the possible an- 
swer to Mr. Staunton’s 3rd question. 
For explanatory purposes the prop- 
osition may be set forth as follows: 

A standard mill rate for the 
province of three mills exist at the 
present time, This rate was arrived 
at through a comprehensive sur- 
vey of all the municipal hospitals 
in the Province which survey yield- 

‘d the information that the average 
hospital could be operated affic- 
iently on this amount. However, 
one mil] rate was added on April 
lst to provide for chronic patients 
care (chronic patients now get the 
same co-insurance rates that active 
treatment patients pay from 61.50 
to $2.00 per day). The extra mill 
was added April lst, 1959, which 
would make the mill rate for 1959 
334. The other 2 mills levied by 
the board could be for a number 
of things. 

No. 1: Capital cosis accrueing in 
1958 subject to 1959 assessment. 

No 2: Extra equipment or staff 
;needed for speeial or improved 
service, 

No. 3: Reserves 
quirements. 

This accounts for variations in 
hospital rates throughout the prov- 
ince and different areas. The en- 
‘ire capital costs for hospital con- 
struction are now paid by the pro- 
vince as of January Ist, 1959. For 
operational purposes additional 
costs are for the above reasons and 
are the responsibility of the local 
boards. These costs are divided in 
the following manner. Approx- 
imately 10 percent by the muni- 
cipality, 10 percent by the patient, 
30 percent by the federal govern- 
ment and 50 percent by the prov- 
ince. No where else on this con- 
tinent can such a generous arrange- 
ment b> found as any Alberta cli- 
izen wil} find should he have oc- 
casion to enter a hospital elsewhere. 

Question no 4 deals with the ac- 
tivities of the Municipal Finance 
Corporation and asks why borrow 
in New York at 5.21 percent when 
we are supposed to be in such 
healthy financial condition our- 
selves. Our questioneer fails to 
take jnto consideration that the 
vast reserves of some $335,000,000 
have been accumulated over a per- 
tod of years and as they piled up 
they were invested in the future of 
| Alberta. In the towns and villages 
by way of water and sewer systems, 
in the bringing of 110 volt power 
to thousands of farms, self liqui- 
dating projects of this sort that 
have provided our citizens with a 
better way of life. Would you have 
tt differently. 

Then of course we acquire Dief- 
enbaker and with him procrasti- 
nation and an energy board which 
effectively halted the mighty gas 
and oj] industry in our province 
from which the revenues are de- 
rived. The theoretical deficit of 
$48,000,000 which is causing the op- 
position parties so much concern is 
not actually a deficit at all, but 
merely restraint on the part of the 
Government in disturbing the loans 
made to the various governing bod- 
ies

Who Rules Canada? 

The text books tell us it is ruled 
by the Dominion Parliament and 
the Provincial Legislatures. 

But recent events clearly indicate 
that there is qa power behind the 
throne which controls the actions 
of our elected governments and our 
political parties. 

When lawlessness broke out dur- 
ing a labor dispute in Newfound- 
land, and the local authorities cal- 
led for additional police to help 
maintain law and order, and to 
protect the rights of non-striking 
Citizens, and when the reinforce- 
ments were assembled for the pur- 
pose, the Government at Ottawa 
intervened and forbade them to 
move. 

This was done on the pretext 
that if the Mounted Police were to 
do their duty in this case they 
might be accused of strike-breaking 
a more serious offence than law- 
breaking? We know of no law per- 
}Mmitting strikers to interfere in any 
lway with the rights of other peo- 
ple. 

But so much lawlessness has been 
allowed during Jaor disputes by 
the law enforcement authorities in 
Canada that the unions have come 
ito believe there is such a law and 
are acting accordingly. 

Now the time seems to have ar- 
rived when the Government. itself 
takes that view and has decided 
that no police under its control 
shall be used to maintain law and 
order during industrial disputes. 

The logical sequence to this de- 
cision is that in future labor dis- 
putes non-strikers will have to de- 
fend themselves as best they can. 

Wise men tell us that when the 
constituted authority abdicates its 


power to protect the rights of the 
citizens, that power reverts to the 
citizens themselves. We seem to 


have reached that point in Canada. 

The amazing thing is that no 
political party has had the cour- 
age to challenge the Government's 
action in thus interfering with the 
police. 

Are all political parties so com- 
pletely under the thumb of the la- 
bor unions that none of them dare 
speak out in such a case? It looks 
that way,

linstance to define what is to be 
accomplished, In this way, they 
may clarify their thoughts, visual- 
jive the ultimate appearance of their 
| purchase and come to appraise the 
pry value of such a long term out- 
ay.

vention is worth a pound of cure”

to your fixtures. Always | 
| remember that in the final anal- 
|ysis, the glaze on vitreous china 
jand the enamel on cast iron. or | 
steel fixtures is nothing more or 
less than a member of the silica 


|family of minerals; jn other words, 


lalthough opaque, it is qa variety of | 


glass, Once a plumbing fixture 
‘has been badly defaced or damaged 


‘it is impossible to restore its orig- | 


inal beauty, no matter what clean- 


ing or repair steps are taken. This 
is serious because plumbing fix. | 
tures are permanently installed and 
|not easily replaced like other items 
| of household equipment. If a fau- 


cet is allowed to drip, discoloration 
[of fixture will result and may be 
fimpossible to correct, Replace fau- 
cet washers promptly. Better still 
have your plumber to install mo- 
dern dripless faucets having pres- 
sure under the seat, which insures 
tightness. 

Avoid running scalding water into 
a fixture previously chilled by ice 


cold water and vice versa, These 
shocks from extreme temperatures 
changes may crack the fixtures 
clear through. 


To prevent chipping enamel sur- 
faces use plastic protection mats 
and plastic containers where pos- 


sible. Be particularly careful to 
avoid abrasion of enameling sur- 
faces either from encrusted pots

In the quality of hay the advan- 
tages of early harvesting are im- 
portant, careful planning of the 
haying operations will result in a 
better quality forage, 

By early harvesting of forage 

crops the greatest yield of diges- 
tible feed value will be obtained, 
this is the much neced protein and 
vitamin content. Another advantage 
of early haying is that a better 
grazing value will be realized from 
the regrowth of aftermath. In 
seeded hay fields a better second 
cut will be taken when the first 
cut is taken early, 
i The time to cut the hay for max- 
imum quality js as soon as the gras- 
ses have headed, in the case of 
legumes just as they are coming to 
bloom. When the two are grown 
together in a mixture the stages 
‘of maturity of both the grass and 
legume must be considered and a 
balance struck for cutting time. By 
choosing the proper time the hay 
as well as high in quality will have 
a low percentage of fibrous undi- 
gestable matter. 

Adverse weather is often a prob- 
lem and is faced yearly at haying 
time. Many farmers are changing 
to the silage method of putting up 
the first cut. in seeded hay fields, 
as silage. 

When the hay is cut early the 
tonnage may be slightly reduced 
but with the better quality feed 
and increase yield in aftermath 
grazing or second cutting it is a 
profitable business to harvest hay 
early.

You are urged to use care in se- 
lecting a rubber drainboard mat-

soggy it may leave marks that can- 
not be removed. It would also re- 
| tain harmful liquids in contact with 
the sink for a long period with con- 
sequent possibility of damage. Al- 
so there are rubber cleaners which 
should be used to keep your drain- 
boards sanitary. 

A pailful of scalding water poured 
into plumbing fixtures frequently is 
good practice for maintaining clear 
jtraps and drains, To ease house-

| SPRUCE TREES: Lately I have 
‘had a great number of calls from | 
people who are anxious about the 
condition of their spruce trees, They 
are turning brown and appear very 
unhealthy, It is very likely that 
this condition is being caused by 
the presence of the spruce spider 
mite, 

These tiny insect pests are mi- 
roscopic in size and cannot be seen 
without a powerful magnifying 
glass. They fasten themselves to 
the needles of the spruce trees and 
proceed to suck the sap out of them. 
They are never satisfied but will 
continue to take the sap out of the 
needles until eventually the trees, 
particularly the needles will take on 
a brownish rust color. 

These sap-sucking insects will 
continue to cling to the needles of | 
the trees unetil either the tree is | 
completely dead or until you take | 
some positive action to kill the | 
spider mites. We have had very 
good success in this connection 
through the use of the new power- 
ful insecticide called malathion. 
This is mixed with water and spray- 
ed on the trees, 

Malathion is available from the 
Municipal Office along with in- 
structions on how to use it. Ined- 
dentally, Malathion will also kill 
the yellow headed spruce saw-fly | 
worm. Some of you have used Al- | 
drin to cope with these worms sat- 
isfactorily, but we prefer to use 
Malathion on the spruce spider 
mite,
